A. Activities of the Subcommittee

forum for the discussion of shipbuilding intelligence on Communist 
China, the Soviet Union and the European Communist Nations. Special 
emphasis is placed on the technical aspects and production rates of 
naval shipbuilding, shipyard development is also caref ully followed. 
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B. The Role of the Subcommittee 


Over the past two years the monthly meetings have averaged an 
attendance of about Lfi persons. These persons include senior and 
junior naval officers and civilian analysts from DIA, CIA, NPIC, 
NRTSC, ONI, STIC and NSA. The meetings usually last about two and 
one half hours and about six - seven Informal papers are presented, 
many of these papers are published later by the various agencies or 
used for high-level briefings. 

Discussions encompass a broad area covering economic, military 
and technical data. Of particular value these meetings provide a 
monthly opportunity to discuss the projects being worked on in the 
different agencies, thus avoiding the duplication of intelligence 
production in this field. 


C . Future Program of the Subcommittee 


The Subc committee concerns itself routinely with the Priority 
National Intelligence Objectives since discussions during the meetings 
usually bear on the current PNIO. 

The Subcommittee plans to continue the current program during 1967 
and undertake any project as requested by the EIC. ■ f

1. Missions and Functions 

a. Develops and maintains the worldwide military intelligence data 
base and produces intelligence on:

b. Assess the military significance of these industries. 

c. Assesses the relative importance and vulnerability of naval 
ar mam ent and ship construction repair facilities which possess current 
or potential target significance. 

d. Prepares, or monitors the preparation of, inputs from the intel- 
ligence data base for entry into an automated file. 

e. Reviews data submitted to the Assistant Director for Intelligence 
Production through the Field Automated Intelligence File (F/AIF) system, 
on items for which the Division is responsible, and validates the data 
for entry into the intelligence data base. 

2 . Basic Intelligence Production 

The Navy Materiel Production Division produces basic intelligence 
worldwide on naval shipbuilding and is responsible for the production 

of naval armaments.
